He go es o n to explain that the time 
has co me to find new ways o f so lv ing o ur perplex­ 
ing, so cial pro blems that do no t inv o lv e dro pping 
them into the lap o f the federal bureaucracy.

A new hand. Senato r Charles H. Percy o f Illino is, 
just recently came to to wn with his o wn o rches­ 
tratio n o f Abe Ribico ff’s feeling. While he was 
still running fo r the Senate. Chuck Percy had 
elabo rated a scheme fo r creating a Natio nal Ho me 
Ownership Fo undatio n as a no n-pro fit co rpo ratio n 
to lend rehabilitatio n mo ney to lo cal ho using as­ 
so ciatio ns. Percy had been lo o king at the way 
things are do ne in Denmark, where there is a 
no n-pro fit ho using asso ciatio n federatio n, and he 
saw no reaso n that the idea co uldn’t be adapted 
in America. With the go v ernment guaranteeing a 
bo nd issue, mo ney might be raised by 
a Ho me 
Ownership Lo an Fund to enable lo cal bo rro wer* 
to finance the rebuilding o f slum pro perties. These, 
in turn, wo uld be so ld to their o ccupants o n arj 
easy-payment basis. The result, as Percy puts it, 
wo uld be to make "ho me o wnership . . . av ailable 
to families who se present inco mes and circum­ 
stances do no t permit them to beco me ho me o wn­ 
ers."

Last J une, 133 teen-agers from v ery low 
inco me families in 10 Appalachian counties 
in Ohio and West Virginia were brought to 
the univ ersity for fiv e weeks of social and 
cultural enrichment, combined with inten­ 
sified training in how to work with pre­ 
scho o l children. They then went back to 
their homes to work with univ ersity *tu- 
dent sponsors in Headstart Centers for 
six weeks. 
It was believ ed that when the y oung­ 
sters found themselv es inv olv ed in a worthy 
cause, probably for the first time in their 
liv es, their sense of self-esteem, self-con­ 
fidence and aspirations would be raised. 
It was also thought that teen-agers, because 
of their abundant qualities of energy , en­ 
thusiasm and capacity for lov e, would 
make ideal preschool teachers. 
These beliefs were more than borne out. 
During the academic y ear, the y oungsters 
are continuing to work after school with 
pre-schoolers. Some of them will come 
back to the univ ersity nex t summer to re­ 
place some of the college students to help 
train a new group of teen-agers. Most of 
them hav e already receiv ed offers of sum­ 
mer jobs in needy Appalachian schools. 
But the real surprise is the number of 
the teen-agers who, hav ing had no thought 
or hope of entering college before, now 
hav e strong ambitions to do so. 
One girl summed up the influence the 
program has had on her in this way : 
“ I hav e changed a lot . . . I want to be a 
teacher because I know I can help little chil­ 
dren and they need me.” 
That’s motiv ation.

ReHabiKtitio n Measures 
No w Help Stro ke Victims

Q—My mother recently died o f a brain hem­ 
o rrhage. 
Wo uld the fact that she had had high 
blo o d pressure fo r 10 years cause this? 
A—Yes. 
When the arteries o f the brain be­ 
co me hardened they are mo re brittle and less able 
to withstand an increase in pressu rt witho ut 
breaking. 
q — K nev er had high blo o d pressure but I had 
a stro ke in 1963. 
What co uld cause this? 
Is 
there any way to get back the use o f my left j 
hand? 
A—The stroke sy ndrome is the result o f a cu t­ 
ting o ff o f the blo o d supply to a part o f the 
brain. 
This may be sudden and sev ere due to a 
massiv e brain hemo rrhage o r the plugging o f an 
artery in the brain by a clo t that has bro ken 
lo o se in ano ther part o f the bo dy and been car. 
ried to the brain. 
On the o ther hand, it may be 
gradual and relativ ely mild due to an o bstructio n 
in an artery o f the brain itself by a slo wly fo rm­ 
ing clo t o r depo sits o f calcium in the arterial wall. 
Early in the co urse o f a stro ke an attempt 
must be made to determine which cause is o per­ 
ating because the treatm ent o f the two types is 
different. 
Much can be do ne fo r so me stro ke 
v ictims if rehabilitativ e measures are started 
pro mptly. 
Q—Would a lack o f v itamins cause shingles? 
What are the sympto ms? 
Is it serio us? 
What is 
the best treatm ent? 
A—Shingles o r herpes zo ster is caused by the 
same v irus that causes chicken po x. It is believ ed 
by so me autho rities to be a reactiv atio n o f the 
v irus after it has lain do rmant in a perso n who se 
attack o f chicken po x sev eral years earlier failed 
to pro duce co mplete immunity to it. 
Thus, it is 
no t co ntagio us in the o rdinary sense. 
The v ictim gets a series o f small blisters alo ng 
the co urse o f o ne o f the nerv es that runs clo se 
to the skin. 
The lesio ns itch and are o ften pain­ 
ful. There is usually fev er fo r a few days at the 
o nset. 
Serio us co mplicatio ns are rare but, if the 
o ptic nerv e is inv o lv ed, partial blindness may 
result. 
Since there is no specific cure, treatm ent is 
aimed at reliev ing the pain with aspirin o r co dein 
and making the v ictim as co mfo rtable as po ssible 
while waiting fo r the disease to subside. 
If after 
fo ur o r fiv e weeks the pain persists it 
nay be 
necessary to cut the inv o lv ed nerv e o r inject it 
with bo iling water. *

Hansen of the State Agriculture 
College in Ithaca as say ing "The 
booming outlook for p ear-grow­ 


ing in New York State forebodes i look,"

Farm ers in Ulster County and 
across the state can look for­ 
ward to higher milk prices par­ 
ticularly in the first half of 1967. 
However, during the year dairy­ 
men will face higher feed, labor 
and othei cost items needed in 
milk production. 
One sobering fact Cooperative 
Agent 
Robert 
D. 
Guzewich 
pointed out is that more farmers 
will 
continue 
to 
leave 
dairy 
farming in 1967 even with the 
better milk prices in prospect. 
Cornell Professors L. C. Cun­ 
ningham and R. P. Story, backed 


by years of experience in farm 
economics, forsee higher monthly 
farm prices 
for milk 
through 
July 1967 over those of 
1966. 
Price gains will be smaller in 
the latter half of 1967, however, 
and in some months prices may 
be lets than in 1966. 
The increase for the year will 
average about 15 to 20 cents a 
hundred, 
they 
predicted. 
"The 
so-called blended farm price will 
be in excess of the five dollar 
figure.” 
During the past four years the 
numljer of milk cows on New 
York farms and in Ulster Coun­ 
tv declined.

heartless 
comparison. 
Your rem ark is something that is 
expected from someone who can­ 
not comprehend the sadness that 
goes with being mentally retard­ 
ed. Mrs. Boehior. 
Dear Mrs. Boehler: I am sorry 
that I offended you in speaking 
of retardation and stupidity in 
one sentence. 
My intention was 
certainly not to compare them — 
I was simply looking for a rea­ 
son for the actions of the young 
lady. 
Although many retarded 
children are well behav ed and 
sweet, others are irresponsible 
and difficult, and her behav ior 
fitted that description. 
Of course there can he no 
comparison — the retarded child 
is not fully responsible for his 
actions and cannot be blamed for 
them.
